City Contract WiUi Dimwit Ice,

The Darant municipal light plant
will be closed daws' for a period of
six years, the Durant Ico and Light
company having boon given a con-
tract to furnish tho city all the elec-
tric curreat that Is used during the
noxt six years, Tho doal with the
city was closed Saturday aftornoon
at an adjourned session of tho city
council, and the contract has been
Blgned.

Under tho contract tho Durant Ico
and Light company agrees to fur
nish tho city with all the power that
Is usod at two cents per kilowatt.
According to tho report of tho cit-
izens commltteo who Investigated
tho matter this will bo a saving to
tho city of several thousand dollars
per year, as it was stated that after
a careful investigation it was found
that the powor at tho proBont time,
as furnished by tho municipal plant,
was consting tho city somowhero bo- -

found that tho city could not mako
tho powor as cheap as tho contract
with tho old company called for, and
that ho feels that tho contract mado

It Is stated by thoso who
have Investigated that tho powor that
will bo ncedd by tho city will not
cost as much as tho coal that tho
city would have to buy to oporato
tho city plant, hnd ho members of
tho council who voted for tho con-

tract feel that they made a good
deal ln behalf of tho city.
